Probably a. great many Jones 
County voters; are wondering why 
they have received “Corrected” 
Voter Registration Certificates in 
the mail. The reason for the new 
certificates is that the county has 
redrawn and renumbered the voting 
precincts. 
Hamlin voters are now in either 
voting precinct I or 14. Voting 
precincts were cut from 16 to 14 but 
were also renumbered from back in 
the days when there were over 30 
voting boxes in the county. 
The Democratic Primary coming 
up May 4 will be the first election 
under this new arrangement of 
voting boxes and will likely cause 
some confusion here in Hamlin and 
perhaps elsewhere too. 
As long as we have been in Hamlin 
there have been two voting boxes, 
called east and west boxes. There 
still will be two boxes but some of the 
people who in the past have voted in 
the east box will now vote in the west 
or Precinct I box and some who have 
voted in the west box will now vote in 
the east or south box, Precinct 14. 
Polling place locations have not 
been announced. 
North and South Central is no 
longer the dividing line for Hamlin. 
The new line wanders its way 
through the eastern and southern 
part of Hamlin and your best bet is 
just to look on your new certificate 
and see what your precinct number 
is. 
And while on the subject we will 
pass along the following voter 
guidelines as furnished by the Texas 
Democratic Party. 
Those who are not registered to 
vote have until 30 days prior to the 
primaries to register. All registered 
voters, 18 years and older, are 
eligible to vote in either of the 
primaries. 
Under 
the 
present 
voter 
registration system in Texas, voters 
who cast a ballot in either the 
primaries or a General 
Election 
are automatically registered for 
another three years. You no longer 
have to register each year. 
If you move within the county you 
should notify the County Tax 
Assessor-Collector of the change of 
address five days prior to the 
election 
so 
that 
you 
will 
be 
registered in the proper precinct. 
On moving from one county to 
another, you must re-register 30 
days prior to the election, if you 
wish to vote in your new place of 
residence.

With the moving of the Hamlin 
Board of Community Development 
office to the new City Hall Annex, 
the waste paper trailer has also been 
moved.

Apparently there has been some 
confusion about the paper drive in 
the past. It seems that some people 
were under the impression that the 
drive was only a one time affair but 
this is not the case. The BCD has 
been collecting the waste paper for 
about two years now and has 
financed a number of local projects 
with the money collected.

SH FIVE RECORDS— 


Probably a great many Jones 
County voters are wondering why 
they have received “Corrected” 
Voter Registration Certificates in 
the mail. The reason for the new 
certificates is that the county has 
redrawn and renumbered the voting 
precincts. 
Hamlin voters are now in either 
voting precinct I or 14. Voting 
precincts were cut from 16 to 14 but 
were also renumbered from back in 
the days when there were over 30 
voting boxes in the county. 
The Democratic Primary coming 
up May 4 will be the first election 
under this new arrangement of 
voting boxes and will likely cause 
some confusion here in Hamlin and 
perhaps elsewhere too. 
As long as we have been in Hamlin 
there have been two voting boxes, 
called east and west boxes. There 
still will be two boxes but some of the 
people who in the past have voted in 
the east box will now vote in the west 
or Precinct I box and some who have 
voted in the west box will now vote in 
the east or south box, Precinct 14. 
Polling place locations have not 
been announced. 
North and South Central is no 
longer the dividing line for Hamlin. 
The new line wanders its way 
through the eastern and southern 
part of Hamlin and your best bet is 
just to look on your new certificate 
and see what your precinct number 
is. 
And while on the subject we will 
pass along the following 
voter 
guidelines as furnished by the Texas 
Democratic Party. 
Those who are not registered to 
vot(e have until 30 days prior to the 
primaries to register. All registered 
voters, 18 years and older, are 
eligible to vote in either of the 
primaries. 
Under 
the 
present 
voter 
registration system in Texas, voters 
who cast a ballot in either 
the 
primaries or a General 
Election 
are automatically registered for 
another three years. You no longer 
have to register each year. 
If you move within the county you 
should notify the County Tax 
Assessor-Collector of the change of 
address 
five 
days prior to the 
election 
so that 
you 
will 
be 
registered in the proper precinct. 
On moving from one county to 
another, 
you 
must re-register 30 
days prior to the election, if you 
wish to vote in your new place of 
residence.
